The •• Re- 
gister" takes charge of the moneys 

paid for public lands, and is tiie 
authority to whom proof of settlement 
and compliance with the land laws 
must i'c made to secure a <\cv>\ from 
the (iovernnienl. technically called 
"proving up." He also passes judg- 
ment on contests made for non com 
phance with the requirements of the 
land hiyvs. In a district, of purely 
agricultural land, like that of Devils 
Cake, there are three ways in which 
to secure a home. Hv taking a 
"homestead." " pre-empt ion' 
" tree claim,"- -460 acres is the maxi- 
mum amount that can he " tilled" on 
in each case. A tree claim ami ho 
stead, or a preemption and tree 
claim, can he taken al Ihe same time, 
hut a pre emplion cannot he taken he 
fUra a homestead is " proved up." or 

versa. The pre-omption and 
homestead requite residence to secure 
title Bight years is given in which 
to raise ten aort 

tree claim, when a deed will he 
Thus it will he seen that ultimately 
480 acres of the public domain can he 

secured trader the operation ofttv 

laws.

the price of admission at a very mean 
price — because the lecturer is deaf and 
dumb. But when a hearing and 
speaking lecturer is engaged, the juice 
of admission is fixed al an inflated 
price, because the ltcturer can hear 
and is a " Prof." 

There is only one society I know of 
al present that treats the deaf and 
dumb lecturer on a level with any 
bearing lecturer. It is the Brooklyn 
Society. lis Constitution provides 
that, the admission to all lectures shall 
be ten cents. When Dr. Poet and Dr 
Gallaudet lectured before ils members, 
onlj ten cents was Charged. When 
Prof. Fox and Mr. (lodlrey lectured, 
the price was still ton cents. The 
Constitution of this society also pro- 
vides that a deaf and dumb lecturer 
shall receive as mribb as a hearing lec 
Inter. If I am allowed to say a little 
more about, that Constitution mad my- 
self, I will gladly sny that the Consti- 
tution was suggested when I helped 
organi/.o ihe Brooklyn Sooiety. and it 
has stood so up today and it will so 
stand, if 1 can keep it. 

As I have said thai there are many 
good deaf and dumb loci iircrs, ii is 
natural that a dozen lectures should 
be given in the City of New York 
during the winter Months. 1' '' 
foolish to think thai the pupils of the 
schools are still pupils alter they gra 
and that the hearing "Profs." 
arc warned to siill farther educate 
iliem with dry mid stale lectures and 
discourses about the earth, the sun.

For 
many a year 1 bave watched the do- 
ll the various deal unite societies 
in \i w York Oity and its Immediate 

vicinity, and lind that it is nn almost 
uniform habit ol iho societies to 
ignore deaf-mute lecturers and invite 
the hearing and speaking persons — 
connected here and there, now and 
and then, with the deaf and dumb — in 
some way or the other lo lecture 

I have never boon president of a 
society during my life time, an 1 can 

therefore speak in my mind more 

and without betraying myself. 
There are deaf mutes in ihe eitv of 
New York as well as its neighboring 
eii its who are capable of delivering an 
interesting and instructive lecture, and 
in some instances, they are capable of 
OUtdoiog the hearing persons who 
lecture before tho sou tea. There is 
Mr. W G, Jones, a mute, who can do 
liver a lecture and hold a closer atten- 
tion than any hearing tivicher 
can do. There is Mr. John Wilkinson, 
who can give the mules a good lecture 
well worth the price 01 admission. 
There is Mr. C. K. Thomson, who can 
led ure bet tor on any subjcei of modern 
history while he is sealed in a chair 
than any of the teachers at the institu- 
tion. There is Mr. Thomas K. |\.\ 
who can give the silent, audience a 
leotnre thai will be found as interest- 
ing as it is worth attending. There 

is Mr. Thomas Godfrey who, though s 
deaf mute from birth, can got upon 
the platform and deliver a lecture in 
an Off hand manner. There are Mes 
sis. Charles O'Brien, John P. O'Brien 
who oan do some pretty talking before 
an audience and tho mere they gel to 
their lecture the more interesting the 
lecture glows. There is Mr. V. P.. 
Thompson who can handle a lecture 
with the ease of any ordinary lecturer. 
Besides the above, there are deaf 
and dumb lecturers who are really a 
credit lo their class but are intentional 
ly ignored by the average president of 
the societies, 

It has tor a very long tj m e been the 
practice of societies to invito some 
hearing person to lecture, and place 
the price of admission at an unneces- 
sarily exorbitant price, simply because 
the lecturer is a hearing man and has 
a " Prof." prefixed to his name. 

The pupils at the schools are the 
ones that require tho dry lectures of tbe 
Professors on I his or that scion liti 
modern discovery The pupils profit 
h_\ such lectures. They leal 
thing. But how can the Proles- 
plough through the brains of tho gra- 
duales this or that scientific oxp 
tion. Those who have lefl school and 

are sol tied down for the remainder of 
life are nol entpt clod to labor under a 
studious lecture or a subject, which 
will not remain with thorn, after the 
conclusion of the lecture. 

It therefore becomes the duty, 
under the hint, for such hearing lec- 
turers to pick Up a subject that will be 
ploughed through and into the 
brain of ihe silent auditors -not for 
study, but for pit ' ml aownsj 

nient. 

Il also I be duly ol societies
